Mrs. Samuel Dreyfus, 4741 Easton ave- 
nue, after breakfast at her home at 7:40 
a. m. Tuesday, busied herself tidying 
up the kitchen. With a coal oil rag 
Mrs. Dreyfus started to brighten up the 
kitchen stove. There was a sudden puff 
and the cloth was aflame. 

Mrs. Dreyfus was bending low over 
the stove and the blaze spread to her 
garments. She ran fnto an adjoining 
room and throwing herself on a lounge, 
tried to smother the fire. She partly suc- 
ceeded, but set fire to the lounge. 

Failing to beat out the flames on the 
couch, Mrs. Dreyfus ran from the house 
to turn in an alarm. Outside the breezes 
fanned the fire to her dress, which she 
had all but quenched. 

Beating her flaming dress as she ran, 
Mrs. Dreyfus went three blocks east on 
Faston avenue to the alarm box at Cora 
Passersby stared at her and 
some ran after her, but she outdis- 
tanced them. She had blotted out the 
fire on her clothing before she reached 
the alarm-box.

GRANT FREED SLAVE 
YEAR BEFORE WAR 


Courthouse Clerk Finds Record 
‘ of Transaction. 


A document showing that Ulysses 8S. 
Grant, liberated a negro slave only a 
year before the Civil War started was 
unearthed by Lawrence Moskop, a clerk 
at the Court House Tuesday. 

The document signed by Grant reads: 

‘‘Know all men by these presents, that 
I, Ulysses S. Grant of the City and 
County of St. Louis in the State of 
Missouri for divers good and valuable 
considerations hereunto moving me, do 
Lereby emancipate and set free from 
slavery my negro man, William, some- 
times called William Jones, of mulatto 
complexion, aged about 36 years and 
about 5 feet 7 inches in height and 
being the same slave purchased by me 
of Frederick Dent. 

“I do hereby manumit, emancipate 
and set free said William from slavery 
forever.”’ 

The document is dated March 29, 1859, 
and the witnesses are 8S. G. McClellan 
and W. S. Hillyer.

SEATTLE, Wash., March 2%. —A pos- 
sible explanation of the marine fire re- 
ported from Eureka, Cal., last Friday 
night, is given by officers of the French 
bark Max, which arrived here yester- 
day. They say that between 9 and Ill 
p. m. Friday the bark was enveloped 
in St. Elmo's fire, while a little north 
of Eureka; that far to the south ward 
they could see two other vessels which 
giimmered like glow worms In the dis- 
tance, while again to the west another 
vessel affected by the strange phenom- 
enon hove into sight. 

It is most unusual for the fire to ap- 
pear in such a latitude, and the old 
mariners could scarcely believe their 
eyes.

DEATH DESTROYS 
STAGE PLANS OF 
|. AB GRIMES 


War Hero Planned to Tell in 
Vaudeville of His Adventures 
as Scout. 


HAD THRILLING CAREER 


Came Again Into Public Notice 
Five Years Ago When He 
Killed Neighbor. 


Capt. Absalom Carlisle Grimes, known 
to old soldiers as a war hero and to 


sportsmen as the proprietor of Grimes’ 
Hunting and Fishing Club, died of 
pneurnonia at his home, 4378 Olive street, 
Monday night. 

After a career of remarkable brav- 
ery and daring Capt. Grimes again at- 
tracted attention five years ago when 
he shot and killed Joseph Hines, a 
farmer, who was his aeighbor near the 
Grimes club in Lincoln County, 63 miles 
north of St. Louis. 

Grimes, then 72 years old, had, a short 
time before, married his 20-year-old 
housekeeper. He alleged that Hines ad- 
dressed insulting remarks to Mrs. 
Grimes when she and a party of women 
friends went nutting on Hines’ prem- 
ises. 

On Grimes’ testimony that he believed 
it his duty to kill the man who insult- 
ed his wife, Grimes was ecquitted by 
the jury which tried him for murder 
in Lincoln County. He came to St. 
Louis to live two years ago. Recently 
he completed an autobiography, and an- 
nounced that he would go on the vaude- 
ville stage and tell of his experiences as 
a Civil War spy. 

His young wife and two children by a 
former marriage, Hudson Grimes and 
Mrs. W. L. Mitchell of Ferguson, sur- 
vive him. 

First Telegraph Messenger. 

Capt. Grimes was born in Kentucky. 
He came to Missouri with his parents 
when a boy, and at the age of 15 he 
was the first telegraph messenger in 
St. Louis. He was fond of telling that 
he delivered a message to Jenny Lind 
when she came here in 1849 and that 
she gave him a complimentary ticket to 
her concert. 

He went on the river at 16 to learn 
to be a pilot. There he met Samuel 
Langhorne Clemens (Mark Twain). 

When the Civil War started Grimes 
and Clemens heard that a Confederate 
brigade was being formed at New Lon- 
don, Mo. They went there and en- 
listed, Grimes as a private and Clem- 
ens as Second Lieutenant. 

Then began Grimes’ remarkable career 
as a spy. After serving several months 
Nn the Ralls County Rangers, he joined 
Capt. Thomas Brace’s company at Paris, 
Mo. The men in the brigade could re- 
ceive no letters from home, because 


}the Union army had cut off communi- 


cation. 
‘Had Perilous Task, 

Because of nis remarkable bravery and 
daring, Capt. Grimes was chosen to pass 
to and fro across the Union lines and 
carry letters between the soldiers and 
their relatives and sweethearts at home. 
Detection meant imprisonment or death. 

Captured by Curtis’ command near 
Springfield, Grimes was placed in a tem- 
porary prison. There he began to keep 
a diary whose laconic accounts of his 
many escapes read like a war novel. 
After being In. the Springfield prison 
three weeks, he pried up a board in the 
floor of his cell and got away. Two 
days later he was captured at Pea 
Ridge, Ark., by Sigel’s command. He

With other captives he was placed on 
a steamboat to be sent to the Federal 
prison at Alton. On the way up the 
river he broke his handcuffs, jumped 
over the boat’s railing, swam to shore 
under fire and escaped. He went, to 
Hannibal, then returned to St. Louis, 
where he had many friends. 

He floated down the Mississippi in a 
skiff and joined the Confederate Army 
near New Madrid. He was captured: by 
the crew of the gunboat Benton a week 
later while trying tc run the Federal 
blockade in a skiff to carry soldiers’ 
letters to St. Louis. He was taken to 
Cairo and put in a prison cell, the floor 
of which extended over the river, With 
a saw made from a piece of metal taken 
from his shoe, he cut through the flodr, 
then he dropped into the river and 
swam away. 

Women Aid His Escape. 

‘He went to Corinth, Miss., gathered 
a. large consignment of soldiers’ letters 
and returned to deliver them in St. 
Louis and Hannibal. Then, again elud- 
ing the Federals, he returned to Tu- 
pelo, Miss., for more letters. 

He was again captured and put in 
the McDowell prison at Eighth and 
Gratiot streets, St. Louis. While in 
irons there Capt. Grimes; with the aid

In the cell ad- 
joining his were several women of good 
family who had been arrested because 
of their sympathy for the Southern 
cause. | 

Grimes first rubbed a nail on the 
stone hearth of his ccell untli it formed 
@ narrow flat knife. With this he 
picked tlie lock of one of his hand- 
cuffs. 

Then he enlisted the aid of the wom- 
en in the next cell. Between the cells 
was a folding door, in the bottom of 
Which rats had gnawed a hole. Through 
this hole the women slipped a butcher 
knife to him. Grimes arranged his over- 
coat in a rocking chair to deceive the 
guards. 

Kneeling behind the chair, he rocked 
it with one hand and with the other) 
he cut through the wood floor with the 
knife. After working nearly a week he 
cut through the floor. 

Before dropping into the basement he 
attached a string to the rocking chair, 
and passed it through the rat hole so 
the women in the next cell could rock 
the chair and continue to deceive the 
guards while he was digging his way 
out of the cellar. 

After gaining his freedom he fled a 
distance of a few blocks to the An- 
nunciation Church, whose pastor the

op Ryan of Philadelphia, aided in smug- 
sling him out of St.. Louis. He was 
recaptured a month later and in at- 
tempting to escape from the soldiers 
he was wounded. Brought back to St. 
Louis, he was sentenced to be shot as 
& spy, but on the day set for the exe- 
cution he was so weak from his wound 
that the sentence was deferred, and he 
was sent to the Jefferson City Federal 
Prison 


After being pardoned out through the 
influence of St. Louis women friends, 
he again went South. He was cap- 
tured five more times and in each in- 
stance, though heavily ironed, he es- 
caped. he continued in his perilous 
service to the end of the war. 

For several years in the early °70s 
Capt. Grimes was a member of the 
£t. Louis detective: department as head 
of the gambling squad. 

Until he became ill a month ago, he 
was time keeper for a compressed air 
house cleaning company. The greater 
part of his possessions are said to have 
been sacrificed in defending - himself 
against the murder charge which fol- 
lowed the killing of Hines.

MISSOURLLINCLA 
RECEIVERSHIP PLE 


Mercantile Trust Co. Retains As- 
sets of Defunct Concern by 
Decision. 

The Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. will 
remain a property of ‘the Mercantile 
Trust Co., according to a cecision in- 
volving $6,000,000 handed down by Judge 

fTuench in the Circuit Court Tuesday. 

Certain stockholders of the Missouri- 
LineoIn had filed suit for a _ receiver- 
ship, and for the dissolution of the 
merger with the Mercantile. 

Judge Muench sustains a demurrer 
and says that the suit as brought can- 
not stand because individual directors 
and stockholders were made the de- 
fendants, whereas the _ corporations 
should have been named. 

As each of the trust companies i a 
ecerporate body, they should appear 
as principals in the suit, he says, though 
the individual members might be made 
parties to the litigation. . 

It was charged in the suit that che 
transfer Sept. 23, 1907, of the Missouri- 
Lincoln Trust Co. to the Mercantile 
came at a time when the Missouri-Lin- 
coln was unable to meet its obligations, 
and was about to fail; and that its con- 
dition was such that the interests of 
the depositors, creditors and stockhold- 
ers was seriously jeopardized. 

The transfer was made, the petition 
recited, on condition that the Mercan- 
tile -company collect within fifteen 
months all the 
Lincoln Trust Co., and that it advance 
a certain amount of money on the note 
of the Missouri-Lincoln company.

TOO SOON, GLB 
KILLED BY FALL 


Four-Year-Old Son. of the Rev. 
W. T. Wright Dies at City 
Hospital. 





MINISTER. ON A TRAIN 


Returns From Church Confer- 
ence Just in Time to Witness 
Boy’s Death. 





Gerald Wright, 4-year-old son of the 
Rev. Dr. William T. Wright of 4539 Gib- 
SOn avenue, district superintendent of 


hospital a few hours after falling from 
the third floor to the basement down 
the elevator shaft in the building at 616 
Washington avenue, where he had gone 
shopping with his mother. 

Mrs. Wright had intended leaving the 
boy at home while she went downtown 
Monday afternoon, but he insisted on 
‘going with her; and as his father was 
away from home, the mother took him. 
They boarded the elevator at the ground 
floor, Mrs. Wright wishing to go to the 
fifth floor. 

The elevator stopped to let off a 
passenger at the third floor, and, ac- 
cording to the pelice report, the ele- 
vator conductor started the car up be- 
fore he closed the door, starting to pull 
the door as the car was moving. 
| Just what happened after that has 
not been determined. Gerald either 
Started to step off the elevator, or he 
fell off. His mother, the conductor 
and the other passengers heard his 
body strike the bottom of the shaft, 
and Mrs. Wright, distracted with 
grief, tried to get the operator to run 
his car at once to the basement. 

The operator was Bert A. Williams, 
a porter in the building. He ran his 
car to the first floor, then hastened 
to the basement. ,The child was un- 
conscious when picked up, and was 
sent to the city hospital, his mother 
accompanying him. He died there of 
a fractured skull at 8:25 p. m., five 
minutes after his father reached his 
bedside. 3 

The Rev. Dr. Wright was on his 
way home from Mountain Grove, Mo., 
where he had attended the district 
conference of his church, at the time 
of the accident. He knew nothing of 
it until he reached Tower Grove Sta- 
tion, where he was met by several 
ministers. 

He went to the hospital immedi- 
ately, reaching there before the child 
died. 

The boy’s body ‘will be taken to 
Marionville, Mo., the former home of 
Dr. Wright, for burial.

NEW YORK, March 28.—The King’s 
County Hospital in Brooklyn has an 
unusual patient today in youthful Ell- 
worth McDonald, who, although only 4 
years old, is afflicted with a suicidal 
mania, of pronounced type, The child 
is apparently normal in other respects. 

Almost since birth, the parents say, 
the youngster has been obsessed with 
a constantly recurrent craving for self- 
destruction. In trying to kill himself 
the child has driven sharp knives into 
his body, attempted to toss himself 
into bonfires, swallowed fison, pound- 
ed his head on the stone pavement and 
even starved himself for days. 

The lad has thrived despite his many 
suicidal pranks, but his mother is al- 
most a nervous wreck because of the 
alarming experiences she has under- 
gone. 

His favorite time to attempt suicide 
is when his mother reproves him for 
a trivial offense. Without hesitation, 
the child on such occasions has seized 
a knife and begun hacking away at his 
face. Several times he has been caught 
climbing into the kitchen stove and 
once only the intervention of an aunt 
kept him from leaping into a borifire 
in the street. His eyes were badly 
bruised on one occasion in an attempt 
to gouge them out with a teaspoon. 

A series of X-ray photographs of the 
lad’s skull are being taken in an effort 
to ascertain whether any abnogmal 
growth is responsible for bis mental 
condition.

been made by the defendants. The fear 
of a social boycott, and the efforts of 
King Geoge V to hush up the case, are 
believed to have caused the lapses of 


memory.

-ichief witness—on account of whose ill- 


ness abroad the suit had been post- 
poned a month—sat between the two 
defendants, Lady Gerard and Milner, 
chatting laughingly and the picture of 
robust health, before he was called te 
the stand. 

In deliberate, earnest tones, Baron de 


Forest testified to the unalloyed happi- |} 


ness of their married life until a young 
Life Guardsman, Lieut. H. C. S. Ash- 
ton, was introduced to them by the Bart-. 
oness’ brother, Lord Gerard. The wit- 
ness had implicit faith in the Baroness. 
She told him frankly her conversations 
with Ashton, who was at their house 
constantly, and the Baron never sus- 
pected anything was wrong until some 
friends chaffed him about Ashton’s at- 
tentions to the Baroness. 
Rival Hardly 20. 

But as Ashton was hardly 20 years 
old, De Forest said he regarded him as 
a harmless youth suffering from a boy- 
ish infatuation, especially as the Bar-

Neverthelesss, De Forest asked her 
not to see Ashton again and she agreed 
not to.

The 
Baron related how, at 2:30 o’clock in the 
morning, he asked the Baroness, who 
then was in company with Lieut.

Ash- 
ton’s hearing, that she was determined 
to stay. Then she turned her back on 
the Raron and rejoined the dancers. 

De Forest went home, locked the door 
and remained up all night.: At 6 o’clocx 
in the morning he heard a cab drive up, 
The Baroness got out, but finding the 
door fastened, drove away, though he 
shouted to her from the window.

to Lendon, intending to go to Switzer- 
land with the Baroness. But the day 
before. they were to leave, she went 
“shopping,” and left an envelope ad- 
dressed to him containing her wedding 
ring. . 
Lord Gerard accompanied De Forest 
tc the continent in search of her. Fi- 
nally they traced her and Lieut. 
ton to Pajma, on the Island of Ma- 
jorca, Ashton left imemdiately, and the 
Baroness returned to Paris with her 
brother, Lord Gerard. 

To check scandalous reports, De For- 
est testified, he had an announcement 
published in the press that the Baron- 
ess came home with him fo their hunt- 
ing box in Leicestershire. But as a 
matter of fact, though he has met her 
twice since the elopemeit, they have 
never spoken. Reports of his fll treat- 
metn of her afterward became so gen- 
eral that he brought this suit in order 
to clear hig character.

Though it was believed on all sides 
| m Lord Derby was equivocating, the 
Judge refused to allow’. De Forest's

Thereupon Sir Edward Clarke, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, confessed he could 
not proceed further in the suit, and a 
verdict was forthwith ordered for the 
defendants, with costs. These will 
amount to $100,000. 

There is a universal feeling that, 
however De Forest may have treated 
his wife, he has not been able to get 
a fair hearing on account of the social 
influence of the Gerards and their con- 
nections. De Forest subpenaed 40 wit- 
nesses to whom he believed the charges 
were made by Lady Gerard and Mil- 
ner, but the witnesses feared a social 
boycott if they testified. 

The Baroness is with — Ashton at 
Grasse, on the Riviera. 

Baron de Forest’s first wife was the 
widow of Albert Menier, of chocolate 
fame. Heis a multimillionaire, a mem- 
ber'of the London County Council and 
very anxious to get into Parliament. 
He is a close friend of Winston Church- 
ill, who often cruises with him on his 

yacht, Honor. 

Every kind of influence was brought 
to bear by the late King and the pfres- 
ent King to induce a settlement of the 
De Forest suit, because it was realized 
that prominent people would have to 
be dragged into it, and it was expected 
to present a terrible picture of the lax- 
ity in matters of truth and honor that 
prevails in British smart society.

Regular for a Long Continu- 
ous Session. 


BOARD TOO SLOW TO AID 


Refuses Information to Commit- 
tee Upon Which to Build the 
New Schedules. © 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The reg- 
ular as well as the extra session of 
the Sixty-second Congress will begin 
next Tuesday, April 4 There probably 
will be a continuous session all summer 
and winter, for the Democrats have de- 
cided to begin a genera] revision of the 
tariff just as soon as the extra session 
is called to order. 

Underwood, Clark and other conserv- 
atives would have liked to put off the 
battle unti] next winter, so that in the 
meantime hey could* gather data to 
enable them to frame scientific tariff 
bills. 

Such members of the Ways and Means 
Committee as Shackleford of Missour', 
Randell of Texas and James of Ken- 
tucky have held that the Democratic 
party after so long advocating a tariff 
for revenue, should be in a position to 
put one through without much more 
study of the subject. 3 

Herbert Condemns Delay. . 

It is certain the work of the long ses- 
sion, beginning the first Monday in De- 
cember, will be largely performed dur- 
ing the summer months. It is now con- 
ceded on all sides that downward re- 
vision of the tariff must be accom- 
plished. It will be absolutely impossible 
to pass the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment and let the matter rest with the 
legislation necessary to make it effect- 
ive. 

An organized. movement outside of 
legislative circles hag been started to see 
that tariff revision is accomplished be- 
fore the extraordinary session adjourns. 
Hilary A. Herbert, Secretary of the 
Navy in President Cleveland's Cabinet 
and long a member of the House, is 
among the leaders of this movément. 
He condemns the plan of waiting for 
reports from,the. tariff board, and says: 

“If the board that was organized and 
at work ‘some time before December, 
1909, can only report on one schedule by 
Décember, 1911,° expending annually 
$183,000, it will require 24 more years and 
an additional expenditure of $4,592,800 to 
enable us to hear from the remaining 
schedules.” 

Tariff Board No Help. 

The Ways and Means Committee of 
the House has struck a snag in the 
Tariff Board. Not one bit of informa- 
tien upon which to build a schedule has 
been given to the members of the com- 
mittee preparing the reciprocity bill and, 
incidentally, a few bills reducing tariff 
duties or transferring articles to the free 
list. ; 

The Tariff Board believes its first 
duty is to the President. It is to report 
to him for his guidance, except to send 
to Congress a report on the wool and 
woo'en schedule not later than the first 
Monday in December, 1911. 

The Ways and Means Committee will 
work without assistance from the board, 
unless President Taft comes to the res- 
cue. Underwood is preparing the wool- 
en schedyle and Rainey that on cotton. 
The cemmittee will meet Wednesday.

LIGHT, BUT GRIM, STORY 


Presents John Drew as a Curi- 
ously Significant Modern 
King Cophetua. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
Ts: ancient legend of ‘‘King Cophe- 

tua and the Beggar Maid’’ was 

told anew, with a modern London 
setting, in “Smith,” the latest comedy 
of Somerset Maugham’s writing, which 
brought , John Drew and his clever 
company to the Olympic, where they 
were welcomed Monday night by a big 
and fashionable audience. 

John Drew himself was King Cophe- 
tua, now prosaically dubbed Thomas 
Freeman and monarch only of a Rho- 
desian farm, which he had left to its 
own devices while he returned to Bri- 
tain’s capital for the purpose of find- 
ing a wife. He was a likeable sort of 
Cophetua, very much of a man along 
simple and primitive lines, due to the 
fact that South Africa had eliminated 
the last vestige of English snobbery 
and society dawdling from his sys- 
tem. 

Mary Boland was the iceeieis Maid of 
King Cophetua’s loving, now Smith by 
name and parlor maid-by occupation, 
daughter of a poor but honest English 
country couple whose parental pos- 
session of 12 other children had made it 
necessary for her to wear the white 
cap and apron of domestic servitude. 
She was notably the feminine parallel 
of the distinctly masculine ‘Thomas 
Freeman, and, therefore, very much of 
a woman along simple and primitive 
lines. 

This, indeed, was why Thomas Free- 
man fell in love with Smith and even- 
tually repeated the sweeet old romance 
of King Cophetua -and the -Beggar 
Maid, despite the fact that it is a much 
more awkward thing for a young En- 
glish gentleman of today to wed his 
sister’s servant than it was for a king 
of ancientry to step splendidly down 
from his throne and take by the hand 
the beautiful, though ragged, maiden 
whom he elected to place beside him 
upon that throne. In both cases, how- 
ever, it was a man choosing a@ woman 
for the best of reasons—because he 
loved her and felt that she was the 
only woman in the world for him. 
Thomas Freeman, too, had additional 

cause to prefer Smith to the “smart’”’ 
women composing the frivolous social 
set of which his own married sister 
was a shining light. He desired a real 
wife, a wife who was willing to bear 
children to her husband, and he couldn't 
find the makings of such a wife among 
his sister’s associates. They hated chil- 
dren and dreaded the ordeal and sub- 
sequent cares of maternity. 
If, by chance, a child was born, it 
was relegated to a hired nurse’s neg- 
lecting—one such child dies, indeed, 
while its mother is playing bridge in 
this new Somerset Maugham comedy— 
and an essential adjunct of each 
woman’s time-killiing equipment was a 
“tame cat’’ of a bachelor who made 
love to her while her husband was busy 
holding or adding to the fortune which 
she was doing her best to squender. 
It was a sorry lot of women whom 
Thomas Freeman found in London s0- 
ciety. 

And, even as a realization of this 
depressing truth was drawing upon him, 
the healthy and wholesome and pure- 
minded Smith was passing and repass- 
ing before his contemplative eyes. She 
was good to look upon. She had been 
reared to regard the home and its 
cherishing as one of woman’s chief 
joys, to love children, to feel that be- 
ing a mother was alike the crowning 
rapture and supreme glory of woman- 
hood. 

Very normally and _ very properly, 
therefore, Thomas Freeman fell in love 
with Smith, and, not caring the snap 
of his finger for the conventions of a 
society that produced such female mon- 
sters as those in London’s fashionable 
set, he told Smith that he loved. her 
and asked her to be his wife. Ring 
out, O, wedding bells—the last cur- 
tain falls at this point and one feels 
that Thomas Freeman and Smith are 
going to be extremely happy ever | 
afterward! 

There you have the full story of 
Somerset Maugham’s latest play in all 
its essential aspects. It’s a curious play, 
delightfully droll at times, relentlessly 
grim at other times, held within the 
Classification of comedy only because its 
author steadfastly refuses to let it deep- 
en entirely into a stage preachment 
against the feminine ein of intentiana] 
barrenness. 

Nevertheless, with all its fun, this 
is the dominant note of its sounding, 
the note that rings in an audience’s 
ears when the play is done and the 
playhouse no longer echoes its sig- 
nificant Hines nor serves as the set- 
ting of its convincing action. One has 
seen the mock-women and a real 
woman in vivid dramatic contrast. 
The little comedy, laugh though we 
may during its intentionally amusing 
progress, bids us, sOmewhat sternry, 
to choose between them. 7 

The star and his company present 
the play in the cleverest manner. 
John* Drew, of course, plays John 
Drew, as always, but it so chances 
that John Drew fits very nicely into 
the well-bred independence of 
Thomas Freeman's betng, wherefore 
there is no valid ground for com- 
plaint. It seemed to be a great de- 
light to Monday night's audience, 
this humorous blending of John Drew 
and Thomas Freeman, and Mr. Drew 
received every proof, in the shape of 
numerous and very sincere curtain 
calls, that his own personality again 
is sufficient for the

Mary Boland very truthfully realized 
the rele of Smith. She was wise enough 
to refrain from Hfting the charecter 
above its proper station. Smith was 
plainly and undeniably a parlor-maid, 
born one of the “masses,’’ and never 
at any moment a fine lady. But always 
she was a good and  genuine-souled 
woman, and, desiring a good woman for 
a wife, it was the most natural thing 
in the world for Thomas Freeman to 
choose Smith. Miss Boland’s playing 
of Smith emphasized and made plain 
this truth of natural selection. 

The others of the little company, 











pointing the play’s moral of the omin- 
ous rottenness of modern society life, 
were of admirable quality. It is not 
hecessary to make individual mention in 
such case.

TWO ART IMPORTERS 
FINED $10,000 EACH 


Settlement of $5,000,000 Duty 
Fraud for $1,200,000 Still 
Pending. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 28.—Louis Duveen 
and Joséph J. Duveen of Duveen Bros., 
Fifth avenue art dealers, pleaded guilty 
to tvo indictments and paid $20,000 in 

fines to the Government. 

At the time it was made known that 
the firm stood ready to pay $1,200,000 
in back duties if the charges of defraud- 
ing the Government out of nearly %,- 
000,000 in duties upon works of art im- 
ported into this country were dropped. 
District Attorney Wise favors accept- 
ing the compromise. 

Henry J. Duveen gave $75,000 cash 
ball and now is in England. Benjamin 
J. Duveen, who provided $50,000 cash 
ball, tas not pleaded to his indictment. 
At the time of the arrests last Octo- 
ber, officers tof the Goverament § de- 
clared they would insist upon a’ pros- 
ecution and the report of the pending 
settlement caused some surprise.

ARTIST LOVER OF NATURE |"9% 
FOUND DEAD AT MUSEUM 





Edward M. Campbell, Whose Work Was Much 
Admired, Known as Genius Only to Few of 
Those He Admitted to Galleries. 





Visitors at the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Forest Park who have admired 
& painting in one of the south rooms 
entitled “When the Evening Sun Is 
Iow,”’ were unaware that the artist 
Who created this mbksterpiece was the 
unobtrusive iittlé man who had ad- 
mitted them at the front door. Mon- 
day morning he was found dead in his 
room "p near the roof of the museum 
building. 

This man, Edward M. Campbell, al- 
though not known to the general pub- 
lic, was well known and loved by all 
the artisis who came to the museum, 
where he had been “artist attendant’ 
since the completion of the building 
five years ago. 

“Starting in his early days as a sign 
painter,’’ said F. E. A. Curley, curator 
of the museum, “he Las produced can- 
vasses of landscape scenery for the last 
“0 years which have been inspirations 
to many young artists. and have been 
recognized all over this country. 

Was Born in Hannibal. 

“He was born in Hannibal, Mo., in 
1858, and it was there that he did his 
work at sign painting. During 1884-85 
he came to St. Louis and studied at 
the St. Louis School of Fine Arts and 
then went to Paris, where he studied 
for two years more. 

‘“Léving the life in Paris which seems 
to be the part of the average art stu- 
dent, he was forced to go back to sign 
painting to ‘fill in,’ or, in other words, 
to keep his® body and spirit together. 
He studied at the Academie Julian un- 
der Boulanger and Lefebvre. He was 
also a pupil for a while of Otto de 
Thorne. 

“He returned to St. Louis and was 
made an instructor in the School of 
Fine Arts. 

Sunrise Favorite Hour, 

“It was during this period while in- 
structor at the school that he did most 
of his well-known work. He taught 
the still life classes there and was 
undoubtedly the best teacher the art 
school ever had in that branch. It 
was during his last year as a teacher 
there that he painted’ ‘‘The Hour When 
L‘aylight Dies,”’ a creation which won 
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forthim the bronze medal at the Co- 


Tumbian Exposition tn Chicago.’’ 


He Was sympathetic, sensitive and de- 
voted to his work. He loved to be out- 
of-doors and sunrise was his favorite 
hour. After he had taken up his work 
at the Museum he often used to get 
up at 3 or 4 o’clock in the mortiing to 
catch the ‘‘feeling of the hour.” as he 
expressed it. It was this “feeling of 
the hour’’y that he had the power to 
reproduce On canvas. His pictures, his 
friends say, showed the nature of the 
han so that persons not artists could 
feel the poetry of the hour expressed 
in some of those loaned to the Museum. 

Ives Was His Friend. 

“He would sometimes sit for hours 
looking at one bit of scenery,”’ said 
Curley, “trying to feel the sentiment 
of it before putting his brush to can- 
vas. : 

“One day ‘while sitting out in Forest 
Park in the middle of summer he suf- 
fered a sunstroke and lay for several 
hours exposed to the heat before he 
was found by a policeman. We all 
feared this would affect his work, but 
it was only at long intervals that it 
seemed to make him lose his intense 
appreciation of nature.’’ 

Since the museum opened he has been 
explaining pictures to visitors and help- 
ing the art students who visit there. 
One of his closest friends was Halsey 
C. Lyves, who said: “Campbell was one 
of the most sympathetic men I ever 
knew and he was devoted to the mu- 
seum. He would sometimes work for 
ten or twelve hours in a stretch during 
the past year and for that reason he 
did not have much chance to devote 
himself to his own work. We will have 
a hard time to find a man who will fill 
his place.”’ 

Campbell's death was attributed to 
heart: failure. He was of a convivial 
nature, but his genius would break 
through the clouds he caused for him- 
self with wonderful work finished in a 
few hours. In the last year he over- 
came his difficulties enough ¢‘to breathe 
the life of nature’ into paintings now 
owned by several 
lectors of this city.

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PASS UNION ELECTRIO BILL. 

Probably President Miller of the Union Blectric 
Light & Power Co. has endeavored to make & 
practical, commercial and equitable adaptation of 
the 91%-cent rate suggested by the Public Service 
Commission which was restricted to the estab- 
lishment of a maximum rate. Obviously Mr. Mil- 
ler’s rate would be even more advantageous to all 
consumers whose bills amount to more than $1.76 
per month than even the 91,-cent rate. 

But while Mr, Miller’s proposition is entitled to 


careful] study and consideration it comes unfor-| 
. tunately at a bad time, 


The commission’s bill 
has already passed the House of Delegates. It 
will doubtless pass the Council, if not interferred 
with. In the closing hours of the session it 
should®hot be interfered with. More important 
than the scientific equalizing of electric rates is 
the firm establishment of the principle of regu- 
lation., It is desirable that the Public Service 
Commission’s recommendations be adopted. 

When we have the ordinance to supplement the 
Public Service Commission’s report and investiga- 
tion, it will be pertinent for Union Electric to 
suggest any adaptation of rates that will be more 
just to company and consumer, more commercial- 
ly desirable and perhaps more equitable as be- 
tween the consumers themselves. But the work 
of getting to the point of passing the pending 
ordinance has been long and arduous. There 
should be no interference with its orderly prog- 
ress at this time. The principle should be estab- 
lished now. The clerical work can be done 
later,

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PUBLIC SERVICE PARAMOUNT 

The successful campaign against the so-called 
compromise with the United Railways was high- 
ly instructive, It brought out clearly the prin- 
ciples and policies which should govern legisla- 
tion dealing with franchise corporations. The 
conclusion of the discussion makes it certain that 
the public will never consent to any deal with 
a public service corporation which does not take 
account of the investment value of the property 
and does not fix its earnings on the basis of a 
fair return on the money actually expended for 
its plant and equipment. It determined also the 
paramountcy of the question of an adequate servy- 
ice. 

Although the withdrawal of the bill leaves the 
issue of the mill tax where it was, with the city’s 
suit to be decided in-court, the problem of tax- 
ation is not decided. The battle with the street 
car corporation heretofore has been on the tax 
issue. It has been accepted by the authorities 
as an axiom that the chief-end of government 
control of the public service corporation is the 
use of the taxing power for the purpose of get- 
ting as large a revenue as possible for the city. 
The principle is erroneous. The prime purpose of 
regulation should be to obtain for the people 
the best possible service at the lowest possible 
rate. 

All legislation and regulation should be di- 
rected first to the improvement and extension of 
the service so that the people of every part of 
the city shall have adequate transportation, and, 
next, to the cheapening of the rates so that the 
benefits of the city’s partnership with the. corpo- 
ration shall go directly to the public which uses 
the cars. 

Taxes levied on the street car system are col- 
lected from the people who use the cars. The 
extreme use of the taxing power would cripple 
any public service corporation, and in so far as 
it accomplishes this result deprive the public of 
the service to which it is entitled. To cripple 
urban transportation is to subject the people to 
hardships and to hamper the growth of the city. 

When, in the light of the Public Service Com- 
mission’s report, the regulation of the street rail- 
way service is taken up, the object should be to 
assure an adequate service, with ample provisions 
for future needs in the way of extensions, im- 
provements and progressive changes in transpor- 
tation methods and appliances. The corporation 
should be allowed a fair return on the invest- 
ment—liberality to cover all contingencies is 
good policy—and the surplus if any remains, 
which cannot be applied to improvement or rate 
reduction, should be divided between the city 
and the company. But first-class service for the 
whole public entitled to service is paramount. 
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The men who want to lease Union, Market for 
99 years from the city have amended their prop- 
osition so that it reads differently and means 
just the same thing. 
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WAGES’ ASSIGNMENT BILL. 

The opposition by a number of St. Louis busi- 
ness men to the bill forbidding the assignment of 
unearned wages, now before the Governor for 
signature, is not without some good reasons. It 
appears that the proposed law was drawn up 
without due consideration for its probable ef- 
fects. If, instead of safe-guarding the impecuni- 
ous man from the clutches of the loan sharks, 
the effect of the bill would be to cut off other 
channels through which he might obtain small 
advances, it is evident that he must fall int6 the 
hands of the usurers. ™ 

The Legislature has no right to say what a man 
shall or shall not do with money ‘that may be 
coming to him for wages. It has no right to say 
that he may not assign it to his tailor or his 
boarding house keeper, in order to secure cloth- 
ing, food and lodging for himself during a period 
until his first wages become payable. If his em- 
ployer is willing to accept an assignment, the 
worker is secured for that period. He can go to 
work without fear. But for this accommodation 
he would not be able to accept the position of- 
fered. 

More stringent regulation of the loan business 
is necessary in order to put a stop to the numer- 
ous ways of evading the existing laws against 
usury. But no law should interfere withgthe lib- 
ferty of the individual worker and his employer in 
the matter of advance of wages except so far as 
it may prevent the incurrence of usurious obli- 


gations.

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FIFTY YEARS OF ITALY 
Italians say their country grew like an arti- 
choke, leaf by leaf. Making a nation piecemeal 
provides plenty of semi-centennials. There was 
one in Palermo last year to celebrate Garibaldi’s 
entrance. In 10 years Rome will have one for 
Victor Emmanuel’s coming. But the big year 
of Italian unity was 1861, and the whole kingdom 
yesterday set out to celebrate. The year seces- 
sion divided our South and North saw the Ital- 
ian South and North first united. When Gari- 
baldi, with the nobility that makes him a great 
hero, brought the conquered “two Sicilies” to 
Victor Emmanuel, the world knew that there was 
an Italy—not Matternich’s “geographical expres- 
sion,” but a nation, though it still lacked Venetia 
and the Papal states. 

No country was ever served by more exalted 
virtue than that of Mazzini, Cavour, Garibaldi, 
Poerio, the Cairoli brothers, Daniele Manin and a 
hundred other Italian enthusiasts and md&ftyrs. 
Disappointment follows the triumph of such lead- 
ers; the second generation looks for loaves and 
fishes where the first followed a star. But for a 
country but 50 years united, Italy has done well. 
She is the only great nation whose expenditures 
have not kept pace with her wealth. Her sur- 
pluses are the envy of Russia and the German 
Empire. Her railroads are administered by the 
Government to serve public needs. Her position 
in science, literature and art is high. Camorrists 
and other societies, relics of civil wars, are being 
put down. Schools multiply. oe 
The celebration itself shows the manner of 
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Italy’s growth. There is an exposition in Turin,

NO 50-YEAR FRANCHISE GRANTS. 

With the Public Service Commission in being 
and ready to investigate and report on the merits 
of all franchise requests, it would ‘be the height 
of folly to rush through the franchise scheme of 
the Southern Traction, Co. of Illinois, There are 
insuperable objections to it in its present form. 
It is an Illinois corporation. It asks a franchise 
for 50 years, which is 30 years too long. More- 
over, the grant of rights would hamper the city 
in making rules for the use of the free bridge. 
Over the free bridge the city must retain full 
control, unrestricted by any rights, privileges or 


grants whatever. 
The bill should be referred to the Public Serv- 
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‘passing it in any form and on the provisions it 
should contain if passed at all. The Commission 
has proved to be a highly useful body, whose 
value should be utilized to the full measure of its 


power and capacity.

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MURDER AS A CUSTOM.

For generations the Camorra has 
been robbing and slaying at will, as 
though there were no law and no 
Ccmmandments, until it is conceiv- 
able that criminality has become an 
hereditary cult, just as it has among 
some of the devotees of Kall and of 
S‘va, To the thug, murder is a sacred 
rite, To the. Camorrist, perhaps as 
truly and as strongly, it is a natural 
privilege.

It is to this inbred custom of law-

Klaus Begins Campaign

Pittsburg Aspirant to Laurels Ketchel Held Meets Tough 
Opponent in Montana Jack 
Sullivan.

NHW YORK, March 28.—The cold, 
gray mist that overhung the Bronx 
yesterday didn’t interfere with Frank 
Klaus or his training. Frank worked 
just as hard ‘as if his bout with Mon- 
tana Jack Sullivan at the Fairmont 
were a week away instead of tonight. 

Klaus looks like a real fighter. Of 
course, he is a real fighter, a _ top- 
notcher, with a long record of knock- 
outs. But he looks the part—that’s 
what I mean to impress upon you. 
Ketchel, Ryan, McCoy—lots ,of other 
good men—never looked much like fight- 
ers. They could pass in a crowd for 
anything else. Klaus couldn't. In the 
first place, he has a great, heavy head 
for a middleweight—a head that might 
have been placed on the body of a 
heavyweight like Jeffries without look- 
ing out of proportion. He has a very 
wide, long, heavy, projecting jaw. It 
is an aggressive jaw and one built: to 
withstand battering. His neck is thick 
and sinewy, like Tom Sharkey’s, when 
he came to New York, years ago. His 
face is soarred more or less, because 
with that jaw it was never necessary to 
study up cleverness in blocking and 
avoiding punches. He has the regular 
fighter’s ears, scattered and flattened 
by the blows of 75 ring battles. 

Has Fighter's Shoulders, 

In physique Klaus is the fighter, too. 
He is not symmetrical, but is built for 
hand-to-hand fighting. His power is in 
The shoulders 
are extraordinaily¥. wide. He is tlean 
from hard training, and his muscles P 
stand-out in long ridges that show more 
strength than beauty. His hips and legs 
are small in proportion. He moves a 
little awkwardly, but with speed. But 
still most of his speed seems to be in 
the upper part of his body, When 
fighting he sends in his blows with a 
rapidity that discounts defensive sci- 
ence. 

After half an hour's hard work 
punching the bag and skipping the 
rope and shadow boxing, Klaus put on 
the gloves with Frankie Madole, the 
clever Pittsburg lightweight, for three 
rounds. Madole is fast and hits hard. 
In all 
the shadow boxing Klaus did a lot of 
ducking and sidestepping. . He crouches 
a great part of the time and shifts his 
head about from side to side while 
fighting with both hands, Ketchel-wise, 
in a style that makes him hard to hit. 

In the mixups Kiaus showed two 
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trouble to weigh while in training, be- 
cause he knows he is easily inside the 
158 pounds required at 6 o’clock. Klaus 


‘tells some funny stories about his early 


experience in. the ring. One of his first 
opponents was a Pittsburg fighter, Paul 
Moore by name. Moore started like a 
terror, winning his first 27 fights with 
clean knockouts, and most of them in 
the first round, He fought Joe Grim 
and knocked him cold in a round and 
the referee stopped counting and gave 
Grim plenty of time, 

This time Moore dropped his right on 
Frank’s jaw—the first punch—so hard 
that his heels flew up on the air and 
the first thing that struck the floor 
was the back of his head. As Klaus 
was bouncing up to his feet he yelled: 

“Why don't you hit harder? Is that 
the best punch you've got?” 

Moore landed another righthander on 
the edge of Frank’s ribs and he has a 
lump there today. Moore could hit, 
but that first fight was about even. 
They fought four times to find out who 
was master and the last time Kiaus 
gave Moore such a beating that he left 
the ring and never came back to it.
